INSURANCE AGENTS BY WHOLESAU. 


ODpesltlon to Dfnoentic LcAislative Ticket 
* —Repobiicao Primaries Not to Be 
Held for Some Time.' 

Aftermath eccoonte of the Democratic 
primary fight that took place in Pittsburg 
district Saturday, ihe 17th, accentuates 
the reports of dissatisfaction that were 
current at the time the convention was 
held. It now appears that Timmons and 
his friends did not spend a penny and they 
claim they fought the battle in a fair, 
square manner, witbont there being any¬ 
thing to criticise in their conduct of the 
<^mpaigo. It is further said by these peo¬ 
ple, and with increased emphasis, that 
the Davis crowd did all that they were ac¬ 
cused of doing, namely bought votes, in¬ 
duced both men and boye who lived out¬ 
side the district to vote, and voted some 
of them more than once. In other words, 
that the tactics followed by the supporters 
of Davis were entirely unscrnnulous. Por 
these reasons, the Timmons people say.Mr. 
Davis does not represent the Democratic 
sentiment in Pittsburg district, but a sen¬ 
timent manufactured by foul means and 
they threaten all kinds of things. They 
also say that they know that CHOO we.it in¬ 
to the district from Salisbury to belp beat 
Timmons and, further, they know where 
it came from. They propose to take care 
of those who gave this money when the 
proper time comes.

The majority of them wish they had other 
kind of insurance, even If they have not 
positively decided to make the change,and 
therefore they are not difficult to secure 
an audience with nor to get them inter¬ 
ested in the terms of the various kinds of 
ontracts the old line companies offer for 
sale. Members of the other assessment 
companies are in the same boat and there¬ 
fore considerable businees is being written. 

A good many of the Royal Arcanuuiites 
ore holding off from taking out new poli¬ 
cies until the meeting of the executive 
I cominitte of the Supreme Council this week 
I in Boston is over and the matter of whether 
or unt there will be a recoosideration of 
the new rates is decided. In the mean¬ 
time they are receiviug n liberal educa¬ 
tion in life insurance and, unless they get 
mure bopelessly confused thau ever, will 
be able to sirat the different varieties of 
old line |>oIicies, luflulte in nuiulter as 
they are, at a hundred yards. 

The session of the executive cnnimittee 
of tile Koyal Arcanum in Boston, while it 
is one of the committee's regular meetings, 
held always in Boston about six weeks 
after the annual meeting of the Supreme 
Council, the possibility that on this occas- 
lun'the exeontlve body will take some for¬ 
mal action regarding the new rates makes 
the sesion one of unusnal interest, and re¬ 
sults will tie watched for by Royal Arca- 
numites all over tbe country. 

Supreme Secretary W U. Hobuon, a 
member of the executive committee, aeld 
Tueeday morning; 

‘‘While we shall without doubt dlscuu 
the present aituatiou, 1 do not see how we 
cao take any actiuu lor or against tbe 
rates. The executive committee proposed 
them at tbe Supreme Council meeting, 
and tbe Supreme Council adopted them. 
Any further action must come through a 
special meeting of the Supreme Council 
and this can be cuiUed only at tbe written 
request of seven or more grand uoiircils.’’

tween a bivalve and a crab without eating 
one to prove It. 

The expectation is that tbe Keubllcaiis 
will fill these wants and from the euouur- 
agement tbey are receiving tbey have 
strong hopes of winning. In tbe •■nean- 
tlme all is still in tbe Republican camp ex¬ 
cept for a quiet survey of tbe situatlou. 

The Republican primaries will not be bold 
until considerably later in tbe summer and 
until then just what tbey will do is all a 
matter of speculation.

Such worthless darkies 
will be a persona gratia to a board 
of registration, while the negro 
who owns a little piece of land, 
pays bis takes, works for himself

I’he discovery of platinum was long 
thought to l>e i|ulte motlern. In the 
first half of the sixteenth century It 
was uollced that gold ore from the 
Spanish mlues In Darien sometimes 
Included gt-ulus of a white metal which 
possessed the qualities of what are 
called the noble metals, but there were 
no existing records to throw light upon 
the matter. As the Spaniards prohib¬ 
ited Its export, it was another bun- 
dretl years before the metal began to 
find its way Into Europe, and It was 
not till about 1700 that Its properties 
were really Investigated. In 1001 M. 
.Berthelot, tlie famous French savant, 
made an ustonlabing discovery in 
Bgy-pt. He was examining a metal 
box, once the property of un Egj'ptlau 
queen of the seventh century B. C., 
aud lu it ho found a plate which at 
first sight he took to be silver, but 
afterward turned out to be made of 
an alloy of gold and platinum. Doubt¬ 
less the platinum came from the allu¬ 
vial deposits of the upper Nile.

ExecDtlM Took Place Quietly at 5.13 O'clock 
Friday Morulii^Feace Tara Down Aod 
Crowd of Ahoit ISO Wilaess the Eveot. 

Henry J. Hopdy, colored, who murdered 
his wif^ Cecilia Bandy, Friday, Septem¬ 
ber 28, loot, was hanged in the yard Just 
back of tue Balisbury Jail shortly after 
live o’clock Friday morning In the pree- 
etice of about.160 persons. The drop was 
sprung at 6.18 and thirteen minutes later 
the Ove pbysicains present pronounced life 
to be extinct. Handy’s neck was not 
broken and death was caused by strangu¬ 
lation. 

When the trap was tripped the body shot 
downward like a flash of lightning, tak¬ 
ing np with a Jerk, which oansed the scaf¬ 
fold to creak, a noise Which many thought 
was the breaking of the negro’s neck. 

The body seemed to hang motionless for 
a moment or so with* the exception of a 
gentle swaying back and forth until the 
oxygen in the body began to get low and 
a slight qaiveriDg'was noticed. This quiv¬ 
ering Increased in intensity for nearly a 
minute, when the entire body seemed to 
be vibrating three inobm or more, in a 
second or so later all this bad ceased and 
except for a few twitches no more musen- 
lar movements were noticed.. This was 
probably two minntee or more after the 
drop bad fallen. 

The remainder of the thirteen minatee 
were spent by the physicians in testing 
the heart by means of an ^instrument. At 
5.26 the doctors said all was over.

It has 
been shown by the experience of 
ages, as being the only sure de¬ 
terrent of these crimes. When 
conducted as this execution was, 
the example is one that will not 
be soon forgotten nor disregarded.

What It MleaBs to Vote for the Poe 
Amendment. 

Mr. Preston B. Spring, of Tal¬ 
bot county, a Democrat who is 
doing everything in his power to 
defeat the Poe Amendment from 
purely patriotic motives, makes a 
strong point when he calls atten - 
tion to the fact that in 1907 a Con¬ 
stitutional Convention is to be 
voted on. nnder the provisions of 
the Constitution that every 20 
years the people shall have the 
opportunity of electing delegates 
to such a Convention in order to 
correct any features that need re¬ 
vision. It is not necessary that 
such a Convention should be held, 
if revision is not ne^ed, but it 
may be held and thereby the op - 
portunity is offered to correct all 
ills in the fundamental law of the 
State. 

What Mr. Spring wishes to em- ^ 
phasize bv his statement, is that, 
should the Poe Amendment fail of 
•passage (as it should in his judg¬ 
ment). within two years the op¬ 
portunity to adopt snch Constitu - 
tional limitations to the franchise 
as may be deemed advisable, pre¬ 
sents itself. Those who agree 
with him that the Poe Amendment 
Is an improper measure and vote 
against it, do not close the door 
against negro disfranchisement for 
all time, but for comparatively' 
only a short time. 

It is learned on good authority 
that the State .administration is 
not going to run any chance of 
trickery in the vote on the Poe 
Amendment this fall. The Gov¬ 
ernor and the Attorney General 
are not going to allow any trick 
ballots. Every ballot will be 
carefully inspected before it is au - 
tborized. The Democratic organ - 
ization will not have the privilege 
of approving or disapproving the 
tickets as they have in the past.

Inasmuch 
U8 our stay in these mortal bodies is 
uncertain and health is no assurance 
that we shall stiiy, it is certainly wise 
to have our bouse in order always, all 
our affairs as far as possible In a satis¬ 
factory condition, and, then, our sins 
being wasbed in Ills precious blood, 
we can say always. "Any time you 
want me. Lord, I nm ready" (II Tim. 
iv, 8). 

We must remember tliat Ilezeklab 
bad not the light that we have. There 
was no crucified and risen and ascend¬ 
ed Christ In his day, yet Moses when 
be was called In full health made no , 
complaint (Dent, zxxll, 49. 50; xxxlv, 
5-7). tsalah, the prophet, brought the 
message to Ilexeklab, and be ut once 
gave himself to prayer, and before the 
prophet had left the middle court the 
word of the Lord came to him. saying. 
"Turn again and tell Hezekiah, the cap¬ 
tain of My people, thus saith the Lord, 
tbf <ie»l of David, thy father, I have 
beard thy prayer, 1 have seen thy 
tears; behold, 1 will heal thee." 

How rapid the communication be¬ 
tween earth and heaven, how beautiful 
to have an auoliiteil ear like Isaiah’s, 
in tune with God; to hear His wireless 
messages even as we walk tlie street! 
How great the privilege and power of 
pniyer which can take hold of God 
even for the prolongation of our so¬ 
journ in a mortal body If It aeems best 
to Him! That a man wbo was about 
to die ahould he up and about In three 
days was nothing short of a miracle, 
and yet. while it was a direct answer 
to prayer, some means were used by 
the prophet’s orders (II Kings xx, 7). 

It does seem strange that some be¬ 
lievers should deem the use of means 
inconsistent with the prayer of faith. 
The king did not seem satisfied with 
the simple word of God by the prophet 
and BO asked fur a sign that the Lord 
would do as He had said. The Lord 
graciously gave him a sign and even 
gave him his choice of two signs. How 
gracious and wonderful Is our God so 
to Indulge His unworthy and unbeliev¬ 
ing children!

It Is proposed to locate the communi¬ 
ty In the heart of the Willamette val¬ 
ley, which, according to the prospec¬ 
tus of Mr. Wallace, hue never been in¬ 
vaded by chinch bugs or grasshoppers, 
where roses bloom every month In the 
year and where In Januar}* the grass 
Is as green as it Is In .Tune In the east¬ 
ern states. 

In speaking of the religious' aspect of 
the Co-operative Christian federation 
Mr. Wallace said: 

**1116 federation Is not the diurch or : 
a chnrch, nor does It claim to speak by ^ 
Uie authority of any church. It Is an ^ 
effort to answer the charge made that \ 
Qie church has no salvation or beneUts l 
tor the life that now is: that she Is In ] 
an alliance with the rich and offers 
nothing to the laborer and the poor. 

“It is an organized effort to amelio¬ 
rate present conditions by helping each 
person to help himself, dividing oppor¬ 
tunities, but not property. Our main 
effort is so to readjust the relations of 
capitalist and latior as to destroy the 
antagonism now existing by bringing 
these two forces together In Christian 
co-operation. 

“Inasmuch as stocks are negotiable 
and as stockholders are enabled to ask 
courts to appoint receivers and as In¬ 
subordinate Incorrigible and vicious 
characters are encouraged to harass 
organizations with lawfulta, no stock 
will be Issued. • 

“The only safe plan Is to raise the 
money necessary by selling bonds pro- 
tccteil collaterally by property of the 
federation.’’ 

In the statement which he submitted 
to banking Institutions In New York 
Mr. Wallace has thus provided for tho 
180,000,000 bond Issue:

Rare Alaska Aalmals'to Be Bred For 
Their Fans. 

Joseph J. Harrisou of Pblladelpbiu, 
who is connected with u fur corpora¬ 
tion, Is in Livingston, Mon., for the 
purpose, he says, of studying tbe cli¬ 
matic conditions of Park county with 
a view to estubllshing a farm for the 
breeding of silver foxes In this locality, 
says u Livingston special dispatch to 
the Bt. Louis Uepuhllc. He says tbej 
company hi? representB already has 
such a farm In Alaska, but tbe com¬ 
pany wishes to expcrlmeut with the 
fur of animals fired In a milder cli¬ 
mate. 

“Of small animals," said Mr. Harri¬ 
son, discussing the project, "by far 
the most valuable pelt is that of the 
nearly extinct silver fox. Tbe company 
1 represent makes a buslneas ot breed¬ 
ing animals for their pelts, bnt until 
u short time ago we never attempted 
to raise tbe silver fox, as tbe aximal 
Is very difficult to capture and as It 
usually does not thrive to/captivity. 
We have, however, a small number of 
tbe little animals on an Alaskan'farm. 
It has suggested that perhaps u 
finer quality of fur could be raised In 
a milder climate,' and It seems to me 
that tbe conditions In Park county are 
favorable for tbe experiment.’’ .

Odessa, the scene ef the recent out¬ 
break in Bnssia, is on unfortified city. 
It Is the most important point on the 
Black sea and In population and com¬ 
merce the fourth city of Russia, sa 1 ^ 
passed only by St Petersburg, Hos. 
cow and Warsaw, says the Pbllsdel- ! 
phia Public Ledger. It has communL i 
catloa by regular steamsbip lines with 
the chief porta of Europe and by rail 
westward to Europe and eastward tp 
Asia. The population is about 600.000, 
of whom only about one-third ore Rus¬ 
sians. Probably no city of the world 
Is more cosmopolitan. Representa¬ 
tives of the scores of races of central 
and southern Europe, of the Transcau¬ 
casian regions and of Asia are there in 
numbers, together with small colonies 
of Europeans of all nationalities and 
a nnmber of Americans. The Euro¬ 
peans and Americans are, as a role, 
connected wtth the various consulates 
or with foreign firms, which are repre¬ 
sented in Odessa by upward of a hun¬ 
dred agencies. 

The city is situated on the southern 
shore of a semicircular bay at the 
northwestern angle of the Black sea 
and Is 933 miles distant from Moscow 
and 403 miles from Kiev. Its com¬ 
mercial importance comes from tbe 
fact that It receives tbe Internal com¬ 
merce that socks outlet via tbe Black 
sea from the regions traversed by two 
great rivers, the Dnieper, with trib¬ 
utary, the Bug, and the Dniester. The 
bay of Odessa, which has an area of 
fourteen square miles and a depth of 
thirty feet, with a soft bottom. Is a 
dangerous anchorage on account of Its 
exposure to easterly winds. Shipping 
lies, therefore. In two harbors, both pro¬ 
tected by moles—tbe ‘'quarantine har¬ 
bor,” from four to twenty-one feet 
deep,and the so called practical harbor 
for coasting vessels, with n maximum 
depth of eleven feet." It la from an

Tlie general aspect of Odessa Is that 
of a wealthy west European city. Its 
chief embankment, bordered with tall 
and handsome houses, forms a tine 
promenade; a superb flight of steps 
descends to . the sea from Its central 
square, which Is adorned with a statue 
of Richelieu. A cathedral, flnishetl In 
1840, other ecclesiastical and public 
structures, public jiarks, etc., add 
beauty and dignity to many sections of 
the city. Various suburban bathing 
resorts line the seashore for .several 
miles on either side of the city proper. 

Odessa Is the real capital, Intellectual 
and commercial, of the so called Novo¬ 
rossia, which Includes the governments 
of Bessarabia and Kherson. Odessa, 
like St. I’etersburg and Moscow, re 
celved in l.St'>3 a new municipal consti¬ 
tution, with an elective mayor munici¬ 
pal assembly and executive council. It 
la also an educational center, and bus 
a university which replaceil Hlcholleu 
lyceuni In 1805, and has upwanl of 
1,000 students. 

Tlio population of Odessa has In- 
creasetl In mighty leaps. In 1814, 
twenty years after its foundation, It 
bad 25,tXX) iubabitauts. In 1850 Otiessa 
had 100.000 Inhabitants, In 1884 there 
were ‘250.(KH). and since that date the 
totalhas more than doubled, due large¬ 
ly to railroad development In Trans¬ 
caucasia. 

The leading occupations of the Inhab¬ 
itants are connected with exporting, 
shipping and maiiufacturcs. Manufac¬ 
tured products include flour, tobacco, 
machinery, leather, soap, chemicals, 
breadstuffs, rope and carriages. Ex-

“Wc saw the burning ship quickly 
go to ruins and plunge into the waves, 
to rise no more. As the charred balk 
disappeared beneath the water a great 
cloud of steam arose, and the hlsalng 
noise could be heard for miles. There 
were heads bobbing up all aronnd ns, 
but they, too, soon went under the 
sweep of the greenish waves and were 
no more seen. 

“The captain and I were In an awfnl 
predicament, and despite our struggles 
we felt ourselves being carried out to 
sea. Night came and with It added 
terrors. (Te knew the gulf was infest¬ 
ed wltli sharks and expected every 
minute to see a black fin darting along 
die moonlit waters and to feel tlie cruel 
teeth tearing Into our vitals.

Queer Hatelilns’ Proreaaea. 

The Cblleuu frog, known also as Dar¬ 
win’s frog. Is unique lu Its method of 
hatching eggs. The female Is not ab¬ 
normal, but tbe male bus a large pouch 
wblcb underlies Its whole body and Is 
connected with Its mouth by two open¬ 
ings, one Oil eltlicr side of Its tongue. 
When bis mate baa laid her eggs this 
devoted parent takes them into bis fore 
paws and places them Inside bis mouth, 
whence they presently pass by the two 
passages Into tbe expectant poueb. 
Here they remain In warm and safe se¬ 
clusion until they are batched and 
emerge as neivborn tadpoles to the 
light. Tbe brecfllug habits of the mid¬ 
wife frog are not less singular. He 
winds the strings of new laid eggs 
rouad bis hind legs and vanishes into 
a convenient hole till they are batched. 
The Surinam toad places eggs one by 
one In hexagonal cells formed In the 
back of tbe mother toad, Avhence In due 
time they bop out, not tadpoles, but 
perfect toads.

DEMOCRATS ELECT NE6R0ES 


Will Meet Id BilUmore Seplenber B— 
County Members of Central Committee 
Carry Ike Day. 

Despite strong opppaltlon on the part of 
the Baltimore city delegation, the execu¬ 
tive committee of the Republican State 
Central Committee, at a meeting held in 
Baltimore on Wednesday, decided to bold 
the State Convention on September S. Bal¬ 
timore city's opposition to holding tbe 
State Convention as early as September 0 
was due to tbe fact that tbe legal primar¬ 
ies cannot be beld in Baltimore until Sep¬ 
tember 18. At one of tbe early conferenoea 
before the formal meeting of the exeon- 
tive committee, were present Collector of 
Customs Stone, Congressman Wachter,Col¬ 
lector of Internal Revenue Ooldsborongb, 
Congressman Mndd, Chairman John B. 
Hanna, Clerk of tbe C >nrt of Appeals Par- 
ran and a few others. Among other sug¬ 
gestions advanced there was one to the 
effect that an ‘early convention be beld. 
with delegatee from Baltimore illegally se¬ 
lected,and an adjournment taken until late 
in September, when the legally selected 
delegates conld participate in a meeting of 
the convention, at which tbe work of the 
earler convention would be ratified. 

Baltimore city's representatives argued 
long and earnestly againstan early Conven¬ 
tion, but were overruled by the counties, 
which were almost unanimous against tbe 
city in their demand not to defer the Con¬ 
vention until late in September. Congreas- 
luan Mudd offered the resolution for a 
Convention on September 0 and it was 
carried by a vote of 17 to 7, tbe votes 
against coming from Baltimore city (4) 
and from Harford, Howard and Queen 
Anne counties. Hon. William H. Jackson 
represents,! Wicomico county at the meet¬ 
ing. 

By calling ^he State Convention for 
Septemt^er fi. it will be necessary to hold 
WiTOmico county's Convention and pri¬ 
maries about two weeks earlier than this 
date. The primariee in this county .there¬ 
fore. will likely Ite called for August Ibth 
or -jdlh and the county Convention for 
tne following Monday or Tuesday.

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We return from our two studies con¬ 
cerning Him who 1 b and was the abso¬ 
lutely perfect One, the Messiah of Is¬ 
rael, the King of kings, the Great Head 
of the church, to tboae who were ex¬ 
pected to represent Him, sitting on 
His throne (I Chron. xxlx, 23). Among 
the kings of the ten tribes there was 
not one who did right In the sight of 
the Lord, bnt all walked In the steps 
of Jeroboam, the son of Nsbat, who 
made Israel to aln. Among the kings 
of Jndab there were some who did 
right in the sight of the Lord and mag¬ 
nified His name, such as Hesekiah, the 
father of Manasseb, and others. In 
some respects there was no king like 
Heiwldab, while in other respects there 
was none like Josiah HI Kings xvUl, 

6 ; xxlil, 26) in the matter of trusting 
and turning to the Lord. Bnt os these 
two exceeded in righteonsness, though 
for from perfect, the son of Heseklah 
exceeded In wickedness ontU near the 
close of his reign, when he turned to 
the Lord and was forgiven. 

An Illustration of “He will abun¬ 
dantly pardon,” his father’s name, 
Hezekiah, aignifies the might or ’ 
Btrength of Jehovah, while his moth¬ 
er's name, Hepbztbab, signifies "my de¬ 
light is in her” and points ns onward 
to the future glory of Israel as a na¬ 
tion (II Kings xxl, 1; Isa. Ixii, 4). 
Manasseb signifies “forgetting,” and 
thla man certainly did forget God and 
His commaii.i .tents and turned from 
Him with all Ills heart. Joseph called 
his firstborn Manasseb, “for God,” said 
he, "hath made me forget all my toll” 
(Gen. xll, 61). That was a joyful and 
lawful forgetfulness, but that of Ma- 
nasseh, the king, was desperately wick¬ 
ed and rebellious. 

The two stiiteinentH "evil In the sight 
of the Lord" and "right In the sight of 
the Lonl" cover the life of every one, 
for every life Is lived In the sight of 
the Lord, and it is either goo<l or evil 
in His sight. The all Important ques- 
tion Is, "What Is my life In the sight of 
the Lord?" Ills word to Abraham is a 
good word for each of us. "Walk be¬ 
fore 3Ie and he thou perfwt or sincere” 
(Gen. xvll, 1, margin). One of the 
Lord’s first wonls to Israel as n nation 
was. "Thou shnlt Itave no other gotls 
before Me" (Ex. xx, 3). They were to 
be unlike all other people in tliis mat¬ 
ter of tlielr worship of the one only 
living and tnie (.lod. 

Any turning to Idols or conformity 
to the ways of other nations was a di¬ 
rect forsaking of and retiellloii against 
God, yet thl.s tl)py constantly did from 
the days of Suinmou onward, with the 
few exceptions of the good kings al¬ 
ready referretl to. How pitiful the 
cries: "I have noiirlslied and brought 
up children, and they have rebelled 
against Me;" "My i)eople have for¬ 
saken Me, the fountain of living wa¬ 
ters;" "O Israel, tliou Iinst destroyed 
thyself, hut in Me Is thine help" (Isa. 
1, 2; .Icr. II. l.i, llos. xlll. »). 

As we read tlie record of Manasaeh's 
sins, hit altars in the very liousc of

One Lessred Dinner Party. 

A certain gentlemnii, the possessor 
of a cork leg, living in one of the Lon- 
don suburbs annually gives n dinner 
to u dozen owners of a like substitute.

In signaling to the men In (fflargs of 
the air pump be could not let them 
know bis location, as the air hose, being 
wrapped around the rock, caused de¬ 
ceptive bubbles to come to the surface. 

He responded to the signals sent blm 
by means of the rubber tube which 
supplied him with air. The rope that 
bad been placed about his body seemed 
to be in working order, bnt It was 
quite impoBslble for the men above the 
surface of the water to elevate htm 
after the usual manner. 

Major Meigs, engineer In charge of 
the river Improvements, icoured the 
country for a diver to go to the res¬ 
cue of Hayes, but was unable to find 
one for some time. At last a diver 
named Harris was secured and har¬ 
ried to the spot. 

With the aid of the steamer Cantonla 
be was able after an hour's bard labor 
to raise the Imprisoned diver, who was 
almost unconscious and unable to 
speak.
